could countenance, for a nionient, the existence ' 
of a system, whose oxisienco depended on exclu- 
ding its suhiocts forever from obeying the divine 
command to "search the scriptures,'' in which 
alone we "hove eternal life !" 

The second false assumption on which must 
Vie Tested the exclusion of servants from learning 
to read, is, that, /or the sake of perpetuating a sys- 
tem which tee imagine to be gainful, we bar, ■ a right 
to keep a w'co/e race of our fellow m n in such a state 
of degradation as to debar them from all dir ct ac- 
C'ss t< God's holy word, and thus fearfully multiply 
the chances of their eternal perdition. II wo have 
no such tight, ihe\ must be all >wed to rend. Hut , 
«!an any christian iniajjine that we have such a 
right ! If so, lie must believe that for an increase 
■ •f gain, we mijiht ri^htliilly increase still more 
their chances of perdition, and that t<> secure a 
verv large aiiioiint, we would be justified in en- 
tvring the destruction of tlieir souls. Hut ills' 
not necessarv, in addressing you, that I should 
occupy the time in showing that uU human be- 
ings should be permitted to read God's word. Nu] 
iniquitous or lleaven insulting laws have ever 
been passed among us, making it penal to teach 
nnv of <«od's creatures to read the message which 
lie himsell htt$ sent to them. i 

We have not so far imitated ihe Pope nf Rome 
as t'l niHke the Bible a sealed book to those who 
are under our apihoriiy. Were a law »f this kind 
in existence, w sh tuld feel bound to regard it just 
as far as we would a law farbidding us to feed the | 
hungry or clothe the naked. Is tliere aiiglit more 
vatuab'e to any one ol us as an immortnl being, 
than to be oble to read the divine oracles! C'a;. 
Vju, then, think, (I appeal t • the conscience ol i 
uviry clirUtinn,) thai \ ou are obeying the precept j 
of our text, thai you are giving to your servants j 
whatis"jiust and eiiual," while you .ire taking' 
no measures to enable them to share in n privi- j 
lege of .such priceless value! If ihe christian! 
ol old, in the days of heath'eri persecution, would 
rather sufler martyrdom than deliver up his copy 
ol the Bible, can we imagine that we possess ilie 
christian spirit, when we are unwilling to niaki 
exertions that those under our care moy have the 
tullesi means of trc iiiainting themselves with its 
Mb giving iruths! VVhol would you think, and 
how would -^ou leil, it you were yourself debar- 
red from all pei.;on:>l resort to that living foun 
t iio of truth whieb (;„d has opened in the Bible 
tor the hea ing end re(T.sli,„ent of the soul— li 
you wore permitted to drink of the water ol lile 
only as others might find leisore and inclination 
to hand you an occasional sip! 

God's word is next to fJod's Son, and God's 
•pint, the most precious gifl which divine mercy 
ever bestowed upon man, and shall We not aid 
those whom God has placed under our care, and 
for whose salvation we are in u great in«a8Dre re- 
apolisible, to nevure to Ibeiiiselves iis U|yalo„M<, 
influence? Shall wo sufl'er thot^e who dwell in our 
houses and labor in our fields, to reoDain incapable 
of reading for themselves that truth by which the 
Savior prayed that the Father would sanctify his 
people? 

This is honest plain talk — true elo- 
quence — an earnest and ennobling spirit 
of Christianity. The laws of South Car- 
olina and Alabama, prohibit the slave froin| 
being taught to read. The ministers of the ; 
Church South, dare not feed- them thus j 
with the bread of life. And yet, they i 
preach the Gospel, and proclaim them- ! 
selves ministers of the Living God! Bui 
wha' is His command to all his creatures?| 
To search the Scriptures, in which alone [ 
we have eternal life! Can Ihe slave doj 
that? Does the master teach him to do 
that? Do the ministers of the Holy One' 
protest against such iniquity, and thunder i 
against the law which defies the divine in-, 
junction! Alas! Alas! The very ground ' 
denounced by Dr. Young, is the very' 
ground assumed by them, that the intelli- : 
gonce which would enable them to read 
the bible, would unfit them for slavery, i 
and that to prevent that, they must be de- ' 
barred yorci-fr from all direct access to 
God's Holy Word. Could any tyranny be! 
more goading or degrading, or any cou- ' 
duct more unchristian? Nobly does Dr. 
Young say, "Were a law prohibiting the 
teachiug of the bible in Kentucky, we 
should feel bound to regard it just as far 
as we would a law forbidding us to feed 
the hungry or clothe the nakeil." 

In the conclusion of his sermon. Dr. 
Young lays down the true doctrine, "that 
it is the master's duty to give to his ser- 
vants a reasonable and fair compensation 
tor their labor, and boldly exposes the 
rottenness of slavery.
